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Two Arrested 


After Fight 
In Parking Lot 


Two men were arrested on 
charges of disturbing the 
peace and other charges, in 
the wake of a fight at the park- 
ing lot of a root beer stand 
here Labor Day evening. 

One of the men was addi- 
tionally booked on charges of 
attempting to escape and re- 
sisting arrest; the other was 
cited for possession of alco- 
holic beverages and violation 
of parole. 

Police were called to the 
root beer stand, facing Wil- 
low road near Newbridge 
street, at 6:20 p.m. Officer 
Gavin Carr responded, and 
found a group estimated at 
70 to 80 persons watching a 
tussle between Tyree Scog- 
gins, 20, of 1020 Newbridge 
street in East Palo Alto and 
Leon Ayers, 18, of 1395 Ca- 
mellia drive. 

Carr collared Scoggins and 
placed him in the rear of his 
patrol car, then chased Ayers 
until he collared him, too. But 
by this time bystanders had 
let Scoggins out of the police 
car, which has no inside door 
haridies in its rear seat com- 
partment. 

As Carr was driving, off 
Scoggins approached him and 
said he wanted to surrender 
himself because, he said, he 
was sure Officer Carr could 
recognize him. 

But during a _ subsequent 
sédarch, Scoggins apparently 
changed his mind again and 
tried to run away a second 
time. He was later picked up 
by ‘sheriff's deputies while 
Officer Carr took Ayers to 
jail. 

Because of his age, Ayers 
was liable for the charge of 
illegal possession of alcoholic 
beverages.

Logging activity, the econ- 
omic mainstay of the Wood- 
side area before the turn of 
the century, was resumed near 
| there recently. 

Scene of the revival of lum- 
bering was King’s Mountain, 
where John Wickett of Ather- 
ton recently installed a small 
mill, to cut some 500,000 board 


feet of building materia’s 
each month. 
Wickett, who purchased 


the land several years ago, 
says that it will take sev- 
eral more years before the 
“ripe’ timber is removed 
from the 2625 acres where 
the operation is taking 
place. ‘ 

Logging is being done selec- 
tively, he goés on with trees 
three to five feet in diameter 
making up the bulk of those 
beingbeing cut. 

The trees—about 75 per 
cent of which are redwood 
and the remainder of fir—are 
described as “ripe” for log-

Wickett. | 

Actually, the Atherton resi- | 
dent and real estate developer 
goes on to say, there are many | 
larger specimens on the prop- 
erty, which first was iéeeed | 
|over about 60 years ago. Some 
of the larger ones range up to 
15 feet in diameter. 

However, Wickett says, the 
trees which are being cut are, 
primarily, those in the way of 
future residential develop- 
ment, which he expects to} 
start after the land is substan- 
tially cleared. 

Wickett said he purchased 
the small mill now operating 
after lumbermen f rom near- 
by cities indicated they’d pay | 
only a minimum for logs. He 
said he felt it would be more 
economical to install his own 
mill, and hire his own crew. 

The King’s Mountain mill, 
he said, will sell lumber to 
local lumber yards and may, 

in time, also sell at retail. 

Forest products being pro- 
duced range from grape stakes 
to the large beams, and _in- 
clude a full range of products, 
Wickett says. 

A full-time crew of 18 men 
has been retained to conduct | 
the logging and milling oper- 
ation. 

Because of the rate of 
tree growth and _ because 
other nearby properties 
might also produce logs for 
the mill, it’s anticipated the 
operation will continue for 
the next several years. 

“It’s not quite a ‘perpetual 
yield’ operation, but it’s close 
to it,’ Wickett avers. 

The earlier, 19th century 
logging operation must have 
been one of considerable ex- 
tent, according to the entre- 
preneur. 

There are the 
about 70 houses, and_ the 
foundations of four or five 
lumber mills scattered around 
the nearly 2700 acres which 
Wickett now owns.

“We're forever finding 
other relics of the lumbering | 
operation of the earlier days | 
too,” Wickett notes.

Unobtrusive Sanitary District 
Board Warrants Confidence Vote 

Next Tuesday, voters of the Menlo Park Sanitary Dis- 
trict will have an opportunity to vote for three members 
of the Menlo Park Sanitary District board of trustees.

Three incumbents and one challenger are in the race; 
all feel they have something to contribute to the manage- 
ment of the public utilities agency. 

We feel—as we have always felt —that those who 
offer their services for the public good deserve a pat on the 
back. They represent the willingness to participate which 
is the strength of democratic government. 

In the case of the present election, however, we 
feel even more strongly that the present incumbents — 
William T. Casey, George Angus and Uno Ahlenius — 
should be returned to the board for new, three-year 
terms. 

We feel that continuity of outlook and policy is par- 
ticularly advantageaous to the taxpayers of the district at 
this time. The present board has, during the past several 
years, educated itself as to the demands which growing 
population is going to force it to meet. That they've done 
so unobtrusively and while maintaining a reasonable tax 
rate, without resorting to the dodge of “service charges” 
as in other communities, is the major item of evidence as 
to their skill and understanding of the job. 

Understanding the job, by the way, isn’t something 
anybody can do. The sanitary district’s assets are mostly 
underground; overseeing the continued successful oper- 
ation of the mains, as well as the operation of the district's 
sewage treatment plant, requires a considerable knowledge 
of the technicalities of sanitary engineering and the me- 
chanics of plumbing. 

Pre-eminent in his knowledge of these specialties 
is William T. (Billy) Casey, who has spent 86 of his 
87 years as a citizen of this town. During most of his 
adult years he has worked as a plumber. Neither his 
long residence nor his business specialty has been kept 
apart from the interest of the taxpayers: Casey knows 
more about the pipelines under Menlo Park than any 
other man and in most cases can tell when they were 
laid, by whom, and where they are routed. 

George Angus, a member of the board of trustees for 
the past six years, is a native of Menlo Park with a dis- 
tinguished record of public service. Before joining the 
Sanitary District board he served for nine years as a mem- 
ber of the Menlo Park Elementary School District board 
of trustees. 

Uno Ahlenius, a member of the board for the nine 
years, also has acquired a good knowledge of the dis- 
trict and its problems. With the growth ahead which 
faces the district, this experience, too, should be retained 
in a position where it can be of advantage to the taxpayers. 


The Pedestrian Litterbugs 
Are as Bad as the Motorized 


With summer past, the highway-travelling litterbug 
becomes less noticeable and the urban litterbug, a sub- 
species of the same general nature, takes over. 

This is as it should be, for the vacationists and Sunday 
drivers who numbered litterbugs among them become less 
profuse, while the in-town travellers, confined by a worka- 
day schedule, become more in evidence. 

The urban litterbug can be both auto-borne and 
pedestrian; the effect of his presence can be noted in either 
case. 

In Menlo Park, the pedestrian-type litterbug makes 
his presence apparent by leaving such things as gum- 
wrappers, ice cream cartons and candy-bar wrappers in 
the gutters. 

The car-riding litterbug leaves similar evidence of his 
passing, but is also apt to leave such things as discarded 
tissue handkerchiefs and beer cans, the original containers 
of which are unhandy to transport by hand. 

Both varieties of litterbugs need to be educated. 

But besides this, the pedestrian litterbugs can be 
helped by refuse cans at convenient intervals along their 
usual routes of travel. 

A drive around town will show where the litterbugs 
lurk. A little study will show whether education or more 
refuse can is the best way to deal with the problem in any 
individual area. 


Subway Sections Might Prove 
Solution to Highway Problems 


As anybody who regularly travels El Camino Real be- 
tween Menlo Park and Redwood City knows, traffic on that 
highway regularly is obstructed as teams of utility workers 
open manholes for repairs and additions to equipment. 

As anybody who’s been reading the literature knows, 
there’s a shortage of “fall-out” shelters in the bay area; in 
the event of a nuclear war, these would be vital. 

Let’s look for a combined solution to both problems. 

Many area gas main, electrical conduits, telephone 
cables and water pipes are situated under major thorough- 
fares. 

The trafficways are regularly torn up for replacement 
of paving, widening, and other improvements. 

Now, were assured that there are such things as 
standard steel subway sections” are available. 

So when major repairs to the various sub-street com- 
‘munications lines are in order, why not install a length of 
such sections?

Most fascinating handout of 
the week, as so often happens, 
this time originates with the 
sprightly scribes of the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences: 

“If you had your druthers 
about a dinosaur, would you 
like to have one that is compar- 
atively small (only 10’ tall and 
30’ long!) and mainly the Real 
McCoy, or would you druther 
have a truly giant specimen 
but with a whole lot of the 
parts missing? 

“That’s the question facing 
officials at the California Acad- 
emy of Sciences in Golden Gate 
Park, and because everybody 
likes dinosaurs, they are bring- 
ing their problems to the 
public. , 

“Here’s the situation: The 
Academy hopes one day to have 
a Hall of Earth History and 
Paleontology and it seems only 
natural that a dinosaur should 
be one of the first inhabitants. 
With this in mind, officials ap- 
proached scientists who have 
been digging during the past 
summer in a recently-discover- 
ed deposit of fossil bones at 
the Cleveland Dinosaur Quarry 
in Utah. 

“The ‘dig’ proved to be rich, 
particularly in the bones of the 
Allosaurus, a “Leaping Lizard” 
which lived on the North Amer- 
ican continent some 165,000,- 
000 years ago. Now Allosaur- 
us’ apparently came in all sizes, 
and the diggers in Utah have 
given the Academy a choice of 
a truly gigantic fellow but one 
which would have to be filled 
out with casts and reconstruc- 
tions of various parts of the 
skeleton, or choosing a smaller 
economy-size allosaur but 
whose bones are 50 to 70 per 
cent complete.

‘Bedroom Community’ Status 
Not Necessarily Contemptible 


Menlo Park is often describ- 
ed as a “bedroom commu- 
nity.” 

The term sometimes is utter- 
ed with contempt. Critics say 
that the town doesn’t have the 
industry to support the num- 
ber of people who live here 
and that, therefore, it ranks 
somewhat lower in the econ- 
omy than towns which “have 
an industry which contributes 
to the support of the econ- 


omy. 

Trouble is, Menlo Park IS a 
contributor to the economy, in 
the first place. And in the 
second, its status as a ‘“bed- 
room community” probably 
assures it more permanence 
than many industrial towns, 
the livelihoods of which are 
dependent upon the vagaries 
of an advancing technology. 

Is Menlo Park a parasite 
community which enjoys the 
benefits of good living, with- 
out putting up with the dis-

Personal messages to friends 
and relatives at distant points 
in the United States and many 
countries may be sent through 
the civil defense radio station 
located at the chapter house of 
the Sequoia Region, American 
Red Cross, 3540 Middlefield 
road, Menlo Park. 


Drills and check-ins are held 
regularly with amateur opera- 
tors and defense — stations

advantages of industry in its 
midst? 

Not necessarily. 

A recent survey by the Re- 
corder showed that 25 per cent 
of the wage-earners in town 
made their living within the 
community. <A’ similar per- 
centage makes its living in 
San Francisco, and the remain- 
ing half of the city’s bread- 
winners makes its collective 
livelihood at various locations 
between South San Francisco 
and San Jose. 

These figures don’t show 
the number of people employ- 
ed here who live elsewhere. 
Stanford Research Institute 
and the other businesses in 
the Linfield Oaks “profession- 
al administrative” zone collec- 
tively employ more than 3000 
persons, many of whom live 
out of town, as an example in 
point. 


Next, it might be pointed 
out that “bedroom commu- 
nity’ economy probably is 
about the most stable kind 
there is. 

Compare it, for instance, 
with the economies of the 
once-thriving communities of 
Bieber and Nubieber, on the 
Modoc laval plateau in north- 
eastern California. 

About five years ago the 
two communities—twins, sort 
of, separated by the Pitt river 

—boasted a combined popula- 
tion of about 1500 persons, 
with the bulk of the breadwin- 
ners earning their livelihoods 
in a lumber mill and a rail- 
road roundhouse. 

Came the diesel engine, and 
the roundhouse—with a pay- 
roll of about 175 persons—he- 
came defunct. Going to the 
wall, immediately, were an all- 
night restaurant and a hotel 
which had subsisted for years 
on the trade of railroad men. 

The lumber mill closed a 
couple of years ago, too. Dis- 
tance to the timbered areas, 
plus higher freight rates, plus 
the economies of having lum- 
ber finished in larger mills, 
apparently doomed the small- 
er installation. 

At any rate, the towns 
are now sort of ghostly, with 
vacant houses and_ stores 
outnumbering the occupied 
ones. 

In a way, it’s kind of nice, 
though: If you can figure out 
a way to make a living, you 
can get a four-room or five- 
room home for only a couple 
of thousand dollars. 

Followers of the national 
election campaigns must rea- 
lize that a farm-based economy 
isn’t all beer and _ skittles, 
either. The amount of cater- 
wauling being done in the 
farm belt seems to belie the 
theory that the simple agrar- 
ion life is as simple as it’s 
been said to be. 

On the peninsula, of course, 
the electronics and research 
industries have been major 
contributors to prosperity and 
economic growth. But these 
industries have been evolving 
at such a speed that it’s hard 
to tell what they'll look like 
a decade hence. They may be- 
come automated, and employ 
fewer people, or they may ex- 
pand and employ more people 
than they now do. 

Taken all in all, Menlo 
Park’s status as a bedroom 
community may not be bad. 
In fact, it may assure us of a 
great deal more stability, 
economically and_ socially. 
than that enjoyed by most of 
the communities of the nation.

It is not surprising that Sa 
Mateo and Pacifica, two of th 
staunch holdouts against 
sales tax, are now ready to g 
along with the uniform coun 
plan.

We think th 
are wrong. They certainly ha 
no right to dictate to the boa 
how it will spend its money.

Something 
For the 
Sunny Side 


Like beauties in bikinis, 
some shrubs just can’t get -too 
much sun. They soak it up, 
thriving in its hottest blasts, 
| sulking at the mere thought ‘of 
shade. They are good plants 
to know, ideal for the sunny 
side of the house where refleet- 
ed heat can wilt all but the 
toughest customers. 

A list of a favorite half-doz- 
en of these heat resistant 
shrubs: 

Oleander is almost a un- 
animous first choice up and 
down the state. It stands any 
amount of sun and seems to 
flower well only when the 
heat is on. You'll find a good 
selection of colors, ranging 
from white to red with love- 
ly shades of pink and ro 
along the way. 

The intriguing Red Bottle 
Brush deserves a long 100k 
from gardeners who don’t 
know it. It is a sun lover from 
way back and draws favor‘for 
its pattern of growth, which 
is stiff and brittle, ideal against 
a wall. You can’t miss the sum- 
mer blooms. They look just 
like bottle brushes, only pret- 
tier by far. 

Bush Germander’s. silvery 
gray foliage makes a pleasant 
contrast to redwood or other 
dark walls in full sun. It-can 
be pruned or sheared to fit 
the foundation next to a 
driveway or left to form a 
well-rounded shrub five feet 
high and wide. Small blue 
flowers will reward you 
through much of the year 
with Bush Germander. : 

Rock Roses cannot be denied 
a place on our list of sun-toler- 
ant shrubs. They thrive in heat 
and are native-like in their 
ability to stand drought. These 
are common shrubs with an un- 
common talent for looking 
bright under the toughest con- 
ditions. 

The list closes with a pair ot 
old-fashioned favorites — Eng- 
lish Lavender and Common 
Rosemary. Sun brings out the 
best of these, accenting ” ‘the 
fragrant charm which ever 
greets the gardener. To grow 
them is to cherish them. 


Favorite Ivy 
100 and One 
Uses for 


There are plants in every 
garden which deserve more 
{than a small share of thanks 
from the gardener. Trouble is, 
we take most of them for 
granted and don’t really step 
to think just what it would be 
like without them. 

The ivy family is one of 
these. There’s nothing flashy 
about it. Its members don’t 
flower enchantingly and you 
won’t find an ever-increasing 
array of new and better vari- 
eties. But you will always 
find a hundred-and-one ways 
to use it, and that’s enough 
for most of us. 


Just offhand, we can name 
some six or eight favorite uses 
for ivy in the garden: Ivy as a 
ground cover on banks or as a 
lawn substitute; Ivy growing 
on the wall of a house, up a 
| tree trunk, or on a power pole; 
Ivy hanging from a basket ov- 
erhead, rambling over a fence 
| or climbing a garden wall. How 
many other uses can you name? 

Nurserymen offer ivy in 
| three or four different forms; 
|but any way you look at it, 
there’s no mistaking — it’s ivy. 
Probably the most commonly 
found is English Ivy, a deep 
green mass of glossy leaves. 
Left to its own as a ground cov- 
jer, it will form a mat about 
one foot thick. The leaves are 
{usually two to three inches 
} across, but four inches is not 
uncommon. 

Algerian Ivy is very simi- 
lar, except the leaves are 
larger and less dense and 
very glossy. English Ivory is 
frost hardy. The variegated 
form most commonly seen 
derives from this Algerian 
side of the family. 

Hahn’s Ivy is a small leaf 


variety, less rampant than its 
cousins and ideally suited to 
planter boxes and hanging bas- 
kets. There are other forms, 
too, but most of them appeal to 
the specialist only. And when 
you come right down to it, not 
many of us specialize in ivy. 
We just like having it around.
